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CLAIMS 

1. A computer input mat for a computer system provided with predetermined 
software such as a game, gymnastics, or other sport program, 

wherein the inside of the mat is divided into a number of sections, each of the 
sections including a touch sensor; and 

wherein a player issues an instruction to the computer by touching one or more 
of the sections of the mat in a predetermined combination or by duration of the touch 
operation so that the program is operated and a predetermined image is displayed on a 
display. 

2. The computer input mat according to claim 1, 

wherein position and combination of the touch operation by the player to the 
touch sensor in each of the sections causes the program of the computer to operate and 
causes the display to display a predetermined image. 

3. A computer input mat for a computer system provided with predetermined 
software such as a game, gymnastics, dance, or other sport program in which a single 
player cooperates or opposes a displayed player on a display, 

wherein the inside of the mat is divided into a number of sections, each of the 
sections including a touch sensor; and 
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wherein a player issues an instruction to the computer by touching one or more 
of the sections of the mat in a predetermined combination or by duration of the touch 
operation so that a dance or a match game with the displayed player on the display or a 
game status or a game result is displayed, 

4. A plurality of computer input mats for a computer system provided with 
predetermined software such as a game, gymnastics, dance, or other sport program in 
which a plurality of players cooperate or oppose each other, 

wherein the inside of the mats are divided into a number of sections; 

wherein the same number of the mats as the players participating in the game are 
connected to the computer system as the computer input mats; and 

wherein a display displays a status and a result of the game, dance, or the like 
determined by one or more touch operations by the players to touch sensors provided in 
each of the mats in a predetermined combination or by duration of the touch operations. 

5. The computer input mat according to claim 4, 

wherein, when the number of players is insufficient for a team, the program of 
the computer operates players necessary to make up a team so that a single player can 
play a team game. 

6. A computer input mat for a computer system provided with predetermined 
software such as a game program in which players compete for a territory, 

wherein a world map, a country map, an area map, an exploration map, and the 
like for a territory conquering game are displayed on a display; 

wherein the players acquire a predetermined area by touching one or more 
sensors in a predetermined combination to compete for a territory; and 

wherein a game status is successively displayed on the display. 
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7- The computer input mat according to claim 6, 

wherein the same number of computer input mats as the players are connected to 
the computer; and 

wherein a game status, a game result, and the like are successively displayed on 
the display. 

8. The computer input mat according to claim 6, 

wherein, when a single player plays the game, the program operates a partner 
player so that the single player can play a team game. 
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
